en to a University of Denver basic 
science class a few weeks ago by 
a man represented as a science ex.

(By Thor Severson in Denver Post) |

planet or is it’ interplanetary? 

And the men who operate them 
-are they the strange little crea- 
tures of foreign planet life some 
men in authority have pietured, 
liitle men who have tapped the 
well of knowledge far deeper than 
the earth-bound human? 

These are disturbing questions. 

Wednesday, a stranger whose 
identity was shrouded in a cloak 
of carefully spun mystery gave 
some disturbing answers—this in 
a classroom of students at the Uni- 
ersity of Denver. 

His fiftyeminute address shocked 
the campus into dividing camps— 
who believed, those who 
scoffed in misbelief, Saturday, his 
identity was still closely guarded 
by his sponsor, George Koehler of 
radio station KMYR. He still was 
identified only as a “man of sel- 
enee", a man accepted by the Uni- 
versity of Denver as of a “mature 
mind,” 

But his speech, captured by wire

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ADVICE TO SHEEPMEN

At the annual meetings of Sheep 
Breeders Association, Ontario and 
Canadian, held in Toronto early in 
February, guest speakers offered 
sound advice, not only to those 
who raise purebreds but also to 
tiock owners all across Canada. 
One point stressed was that the 
tine had come when farmers 
should be encouraged to keep larg- 
er, and still larger, flocks of sheep. 
rhe demand for wool and the fact 
that production has not met the 
requirements of manufacturers in 
Canada created a_ situation that 
gave promise of satisfactory prices 
to producers for some years to 
come, 

It has become common know: 
ledge that the world stock-pile of 
wool which stood at over ten mil- 
lion bales of around 300 pounds 
each at the close of the war has 
dwindled to an insignificant half 
million bales. As is well known 
each succeeding year has 
shown consumption well in excess 
of production with little hope for 
improvement in 1950. In short, the 
world situation justifies a reason- 
able asurance that wool prices 
should continue to be favorable to

HEALTH UNIT REPORTS 
WEEK'S ACTIVITIES 


Saturday, April 15, 1950. Early 
in the week a case of diphtheria 
in a two year old child was re- 
ported from the south east corner 
of our district. We went and in- 
vestigated without delay, confirm- 
ed the case, and gave instructions 
for appropriate isolation and quar. 
antine, There have been no further 
cases so far, 

In this particular case it was 
no fault of the parents that the 
hild had not been immunized. 
But we would like to instance this 
case as a reminder of the import- 
ance of immunization. Now and 
again Wwe encounter parents who 
“do not believe in injections”, and 
let us say right away that they 
are very much in the minority and 
that the greater part of our com- 
j}munity displays a very healthy 
| and realistic attitude towards this 
| problem. But of the few who “do 
| not believe in injections” some can 
}be convinced after a little argu- 
| ment and discussion, but some are 
as stubborn as mules, and no 
amount of reasoning and persuad- 
ing will convince them to the con- 
trary. Somewhere or other they 
have read that immunization has 
the most dire effects, and secretly 
we do believe they look upon us, 
though are too polite to say so, 
as the devil in disguise. 

We do not think that it is neces- 
sary for us in these columns to 
set forth the overwhelming argu- 
ments in favour of immunization. 
The plain truth of the thousands 
of lives that have been saved by 
means of immunization is admitt- 
ed, not only by doctors and public 
health authorities in all the civil- 
ized countries of the world, but 
also by all people of intelligence 
everywhere, There used to be a 
Latin tag to the effect that even 
the gods in heaven fought in vain 
against stupidity. And thus we 
will no doubt always have with 
us some who deny the value of 
immunization, And Immunization 
is not compulsory; no one can be 
forced to submit to. it. Which is 
just as well as long as we value 
the virtues of democracy. 

As a rule the existence of a few 
| Cissidents will not materially af- 
ifect the incidence of an immuniz- 
| able disease, For the very existence 
;Of thousands of immunized persons 
acts as a Wall against the disease 
for the non immunized person. But 
every once in a while the health 
record Will be affected, and though 
we like at the end of the year to 
say “there have been no cases of 
diphtheria in our district” it will 
be appreciated that there are times 
when this is not possible, 

Of the other communicable dis- 
eases. We have to report that scar- 
jet tever has not yet vanished 
completely from our midst, There 
have been altogether five cases, 
spread all the way between Olds 
and Crossfield, and only one of 
them at all severe, Two cases of 
German measles have also been 
notified, though we must again 
point out that the number of cases 
of German measles is no doubt 
very much larger, but being a dis- 
ease of such a mild nature, most 
of the cases are never reported and 
thus do not come to our notice.
